DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to applicant's request for continued examination 
received 07-07-1 1 and the amendments and arguments received 06-1 6-1 1 . 

2. Claims 1, 5, 7-16 are pending. 

3. Claims 2, 6 were cancelled in the amendment dated 1 2-27-1 0. 

4. Claims 3-4 were cancelled in the amendment dated 06-1 6-1 1 . 

5. Claims 1, 5, 7-16 are allowed. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

6. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 1, 5, 7-16 are allowed. 

1 1 . The reasons for allowance are as follows: The claim elements of the instant 
invention distinguish over the prior art. Specifically, a conveyor dishwasher with 
pivotable nozzles on the drying fan and a suction-extraction location located upstream 
from the washing, rinsing, and drying zones, as recited in the independent claim, is not 
found in the prior art. The closest prior art, PILZ (DE 30 19 922) and WEIHE (US 
3,598,131) are discussed in the previous actions. 

12. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
